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A white-flowered specimen of the normally red-flowered 
Erythrina herbacea L. was observed growing at the margin of a 
coastal thicket at Fort DeSoto Park, Pinellas County, Florida. 
The plant consists of several stems approximately 10 cm in 
diameter and 3 m in height. A search of the area did not reveal 
any other white-flowered plants, although the red-flowered form 
was very common. Limited observations through two reproductive 
periods did not reveal any potential pollinators visiting the 
flowers although ants were occasionally observed around the 
inflorescence.
